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SIR: 

This Response addresses the Office Action mailed September 20, 2002, and it 
is respectfully submitted that this response places the above-identified application in 
condition for allowance. Claims 1-7 are pending in the present application and Claims 1-7 
stand rejected. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 

United States Patent No. 3,575,146 to Creighton ("the Creighton reference"). According to 

the Office Action: 

Creighton teaches a "fixed time interval" between pilot and main 
injection pulses. The main pulse is also a function of engine speed. 
The control elements of the reference are, of course, driving switches 
used to power an electro-expansive pump element. 

To reject a claim under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), the Office must demonstrate that 
each and every limitation is identically disclosed in a single prior art reference. See Scripps 
Clinic & Research Foundation v. Genentech, Inc., 18 U.S.P.Q.2d 1001, 1010 (Fed.Cir. 1991). 
"The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the claim." 
M.P.E.P. §2131.
